nese infamy turns up.” 

Folster said that for the last 11 
days the Japanese have been kill- 
ing countless men, women and 
children. “They have shot them 
down in the streets as they fled 
before the flames,” he reported. 
“They have speared, bayoneted 
and hacked them to death with 
samurai swords.” 

(Russel Brines of the Associated 
Press in a dispatch from Manila 
quoted an American resident of 
‘that city, Tony Streegan, as say- 
ing the Japanese went up and 
down the streets, opening doors 
and firing machine-gun bursts 
‘into each house.) 

Folster asserted the Japanese 
herded Filipinos into wooden 
buildings and burned them. He 
added: ¢ 

“American G.I.s are seeing hor- 
rors they didn’t think a human 
being could commit—like the body 


of a woman with a child at her 
breast, both shot. In one back 
yard, they found the bodies of 32 
Filipino civilians who were bay- 
oneted or shot and burned.” 


Folster said he saw a Filipino 
man and woman hauling a cot. 
They lifted a blanket, revealing 
the body of a man whose head had 
been blown off. 

American soldiers in  blood- 
stained uniforms, he reported, un- 
load ambulance after ambulance 
at a civilian hospital. He said 
the Americans and Filipino doc- 
tors and nurses are working 24 
hours a day. 

In an earlier broadcast, Folster 
said the Japanese shot down “any- 
thing that moved in their gun- 
sights.” :

PARIS, Feb. 15.—“No one in the 
United States has any idea of the 
real situation in France,” 

Such was the view expressed by 
two prominent Americans, recent- 
ly arrived in France, who are 
equally appalled by conditions 

ere, 

“People ,at home haven't the 
slightest idea of the cold, hunger, 
misery and unemployment existing 
in France today,” said one after 
preliminary investigations of the 
situation. “How this Government 
manages is nothing short of a 
miracle.” 

According to these new ar- 
rivals, whose names cannot be 
divulged at the moment, and 
both of whom are in a position 
to know exactly what has been 
coming into France in recent 
months, there is little compre- 
hension on the part of either 
the military here or the authori- 
ties in Washington, of the 
seriousness of this country’s 
plight. They expressed them- 
selves as “shocked” at the little 
that has come in during recent 
months. 

One noted that there was in- 
sufficient food to supply ration 
card holders in January and that 
although February rations will be 
half of those allowed last month, 
estimates were made before the 
present thaw set in, bringing 
French rivers to flood height. Now 
the Seine is within a foot of the 
danger point and barges of food 
and fuel cannot pass under its 
bridges. 


t Two ‘weeks ago the Paris food 


supply was so low that the Ameri- 
can Army hastily rushed in its 
-Own rations. Yesterday Food 
Minister Paul Ramadier told the 
cabinet that thé .food situation 
had become so acute that he 
urgently required freight cars and 
locomotives, The cabinet decided 
that ft would have to ask the 
military authorities immediately to 
revise their transport requirements 
to tide over this critical period. 

Transport is the crux of the 
whole problem. There is sufficient 
food in France but no means of 
getting it distributed. 

Another pressing need is 
for clothing, particularly shoes, 
especially in rural areas. 

The most pessimistic of non- 
French observers here fear serious 
trouble and food riots in most of 
the larger French cities, if the 
present situation is allowed to 
drag on for another month or 
six weeks. 


Bombed-Out_ Parisians. 

PARIS, Feb. 15 (AP).—The Red 
Cross announced yesterday that 
the first supplies of clothing for 
Paris civilians would be distrib- 
uted today to bombed-out families 
of the suburb of St. Cyr Il’Ecole by 
the civil affairs section of Su- 
preme Allied Headquarters. 

The four tons of clothing to be 
handed out are a part of the more 
than 1500 tons the Red Cross col- 
lected in the United States for 
civilians on the continent.

An indication the Germans were

ADDITIONAL MEAT 
SUPPLY EAPEGIED 


Truckers End Strike— 
Shortage Still Con- 
tinues to Be Acute in 
Most Stores. 


Some additional meat supplies 
were expected on the St. Louis 
market today as a result of the 
return to work of striking truck 
drivers at Swift & Co., National 
City. Although the 57 drivers, 
members of the AFL Teamsters 
and Chauffeurs’ Union, Local 729, 
voted to end the week-long walk- 
out, the firm requested only 17 of 
them to resume work this morn- 
ing. 

Meanwhile, the acute meat 
shortage continued. Kroger Gro- 
cery Co, representatives reported 
many of their stores out of all 
meat except sausages. Wholesalers 
said stocks were very low, alto- 
gether nonexistent in some varie- 
ties. 

Hotel managers will meet to- 
morrow to discuss methods of 
coping with the problem. They 
will consider the possibility of in- 
stituting. meatless days. Restau- 
rant operators have been given a 
pamphlet by the St. Louis Restau- 
rant Association /instructing them 
how to cut and cook meat in the 
most economica] manner, 

Some packers have cut working 
hours and laid off personnel be- 
cause of the hog shortage. But 
one packing house manager ex- 
plained that slaughtering is usu- 
ally light at this time of the year 
and the revision in production 
schedules is a seasonal matter. 

The Krey Packing Co., 2100 
Bremen avenue, dropped more 
than 100 employes durirtg the last 
month and expects to lay off oth- 
ers unless the shortage abates. 
Laclede Packing Co., 1701 North 
Prairie avenue, dropped 12 hog 
butchers. Hunter Packing Co., 
1214 North Second street, East 
St. Louis, released about 125 em- 
ployes and cut working hours. 

H. A.” Powell, secretary of the 
St. Louis Livestock Exchange, 
pointed out that one reason for 
the meat shortage is that cattle 
brought to market are lighter this 
year. Although cattle numbers 
were up 10 per cent this year, he 
said, the country got only 3 per 
cent more beef. He _ attributed 
this to the producers’ desire to 
get rid of cattle as quickly as pos- 
sible because of the high cost of 
corn and pegged ceiling prices on 
steers. 


SOCIAL SECURITY WARNING 
ON CASHING OF CHECKS 


The Social Security Boards field 
office in St. Louis warned mer- 
chants today against acceptance 
of Social Security account cards 
as identification in cashing checks. 

It said many complaints are re- 
ceived at the office from stores 
which have honored fraudulent 
checks on the strength of such 
identification. 

A Social Security card is issued 
to any person who applies for it, 
and is intended simply to identify 
an account on which the wagé 
record of the possessor may be 
posted for future benefits. The 
Social Security Board requires a 
card holder to identify himself 
fully before paying benefits.

WALLACE FRIENDS 
WIN FIRST TEST 
ON GEORGE BILL 


House Decides, 202 to 
192, to Take Up Pro- 
posal on RFC Before 


Senate Nominee Vote. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 25 (AP).— 
Democrats barely won their first 
House test today on the Senate- 
passed George bill, key to con- 
firmation of Henry A. Wallace as 
secretary of a trimmed-down De- 
partment of Commerce. 

The House voted 202 to 192 to 
proceed with consideration of the 
bill ot take the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation out of the 
Commerce office prior to a Sen- 
ate vote on Wallace's confirma- 
tion, 

Two minor party members 
joined 200 Democrats on the teat 
vote while 18 Democrats aligned 
with 174 Republicans in opposi- 
tion. 

Wallace Praised, Criticised. 

Wallace was described alter- 
nately in the House debate as a 
“champion of the common people” 
and as “unfit to become Secretary 
of Commerce under any condi- 
tions.” 

Rules Chairman Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, said he did not know why 
anyone should oppose “this honest 
and able man” except “the cartels 
and big institutions that cannot 
control him.” 

Another Democrat, Representa- 
tive Fox of Georgia, took a differ- 
ent view. 

“I don’t believe,” he declared, 
“that the coat Jesse Jones wore 
can be cut down to button-hole 
size without destroying the whole 
garment.” 

Cox added that the Rules Com- 
mittee is opposed “two to one to 
Wallace becoming Secretary of 
Commerce under any conditions.” 

The committee, after holding the 
George bill 10 days, finally cleared 
it late yesterday by a 6to-4 vote 
for consideration on the House 
floor, 

Assured as to Maneuver. 

The committee was assured by 
the House parliamentarian that 
the House can vote on an amend- 
ment further restricting the pow- 
ers of the Commerce Secretary by 
taking him off the 11-man directo- 
rate of the Export-Import Bank.

DEATH SENTENCE IMPOSED 
ON 2 SPIES TO BE REVIEWED 


NEW YORK, Feb. 15 (AP).—A 
review of the death sentence im- 
posed on William Curtis Cole- 
paugh and Erich Gimpel will fol- 
low as part of established pro- 
cedure in the spy trial just con- 
cluded by a seven-man military 
commission. The commission 
found the two men guilty late yes- 
terday and sentenced them to 
death by hanging. 

Maj. Gen. Thomas A. Terry, 
Commanding General of the Sec- 
ond Service Command, will review 
the findings and send them to 
Washington for inspection by a 
board of review. Then the com- 
mission's decision will go to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The men were adjudged guilty 
on all three counts: that they vio- 
lated the law of war by secretly 
landing behind our defense lines 
from a submarine; that they acted 
as spies, and that they conspired 
to commit espionage and sabotage.

HOUSE GROUP REJECTS PLAN 
TO REGISTER WOMEN 18 TO 45 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 15 (AP).— 
The House Military Committee re- 
fused today to broaden a nurse- 
draft bill to require the registra- 
tion of all women, begardless of 
occupation, between the ages of 
18 and 45. The action was taken 
in closed gession and on a voice 
vote. 

Committee members said the 
rejected proposal was offered by 
Representative Clare Boothe Luce 
(Rep.), Connecticut. It would not 
have subjected all women to na- 
tional service, but merely have 
required them to register. 
Committee members were in 
general agreement that the nurse- 
draft measure would be approved 
at tomorrow's session, and would 
make all registered nurses be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 45, in- 
clusive, liable to induction for 
nursing service in the Army or 
the Navy.

Minister Churchill arrived here by 
plane yesterday and received a 
Stirring ovation in Constitution 
Square as he exhorted Athenians 
to “let party hatreds die” and 
promised personal co-operation in 
the rehabilitation of Greece. 


“These are great days,” Church- 
fli told the thousands in the as- 
semblage. “These are the days 
when darkness rolls away and the 
future lies before your country. 
'“There has been much misun- 
derstanding and ignorance of our 
common cause and misrepresenta- 
tion of the issues fought out here 
in Athens. Speaking as an Eng- 
Tishman I am very proud of the 
part the British Army played in 
protecting this immortal city from 
violence and anarchy.” 
Churchill continued: “From the 
bottom of my heart I wish you 
prosperity, that Greece will take 
her proper place among nations

N. Scobie in his own yellow lim- 
ousine and other cars carrying 
British and Greek officials.

flow from waters arising west of 
the ninety-eighth meridian is in- 
sufficient for both irrigation and 
navigation, the use for irriga- 
tion shall have preference. 

2. For encouragement of fam- 
ily-type farming (as_ distin- 
guished from large corporate or 
commercial farming), it pro- 
vides that water for irrigation 
shall be supplied to not more 
than 160 acres for any one own- 
er. Public lands reclaimed 
through MVA operations would 
be divided into family-size units 
and made available to private 
purchasers, veterans of the pres- 
ent war having preference. 

3. Although management 
would be in a board of three 
directors, as in the case of the 
TVA, an advisory committee 
would be established. It would 
have 17 members, nine to be 
appointed by the President from 
the Missouri Valley area, rep- 
resenting equally agriculture, 
commerce and labor; the other 
eight would be the heads of 
these Federal departments or 
agencies: Interior, Agriculture, 
Commerce, Justice, War, Federal 
Power Commission, Federal] Se- 
curity Agency and Federal Re- 
serve Board. Powers of this 
committee would be “advisory 
and consultative” only. 


Water and Irrigation Rights. 

Provisions for the protection of 
water rights and irrigation are in- 
tended to meet the objection that 
the TVA plan would not be prac- 
ticable in the Missouri* Valley. 
There is no irrigation in the Ten- 
nessee Valley. 

The limitation of water for ir- 
rigation to 160 acres and to fam- 
ily-size farms conforms to the 
policy of the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion in its development of public 
projects through which water is 
supplied to arid farm lands. Oth- 
er restrictions are intended to pre- 
vent exploitation of publicly irri- 
gated lands by speculators, 

The MVA would receive revenue 
from the sale of power and from 
contracts for supplying water for 
irrigation and other purposes. 
Land owners receiving water for 
irrigation would be expected to re- 
imburse the Government, through 
MVA, for all costs of operating 


cilities, and ultimately to repay 
the construction costs allocated to 
that use. The power policy would 
be practically the same as that of 
TVA. 
The broad field of river basin 
development as pioneered by the 
TVA and as envisioned in the light 
of postwar and future conditions 
is encompassed in the bill.

NEW YORK, Feb. 15 (AP). — 
Irritated by reports that baseball 
would waste little time in hurrying 
to Washington to clarify its war 
status, Ford Frick, president of 
the Nationa] League, denied yes- 
terday that any talks were 
planned with War Mobilization Di- 
rector James F, Byrnes or other 
Government officials. 

“There is absolutely no truth in 
the stories,” declared Frick heat- 
ediy, “neither Will Harridge (presi- 


dent of the American League) nor 
I has an appointment with Mr. 
Byrnes or anyone else in Wash- 
ington and we are not seeking ap- 

intments with anyone, until we 
know what happens to the pend- 
ing man-power legislation.” 


They Want Action. 

While Frick had nothing to say 
in reference to the new commis- 
sioner situation, Presidents Hor- 
ace Stoneham and Branch Rickey 
of the New York Giants and 
Brooklyn Dodgers _ respectively, 
had plenty to say. 

“What is the committee doing?” 
Stoneham asked. “Those four guys 
(Sam Breadon and Don Barnes of 
St. Louis, Alva Bradley of Cleve- 
land and Phil Wrigley of Chi- 
cago) ought to be able to make up 
their minds by this time. They’ve 
been at it 10 days.” 

“We appointed a four-man com- 
mittee to expedite matters and if 
nothing happens by the end of this 
week, I’m going to ask Frick why 
the delay.”

Bank Indorsed by A. B. A. 


The American Bankers’ Associa- 
tion last week indorsed the inter- 
national bank, but opposed the 
projected monetary fund and sug- 
gested that transfers of currency 
for trade purposes be assigned to 
the bank. In a reply issued in 
Washington, Morgenthau said he 
would fight to preserve the Bret- 
ton Woods agreements intact, ex- 
pressing the fear that amend- 
ments would give the program for 
world economic co-operation the 
“kiss of death.” 

In his formal address last night, 
he made no direct reference to op- 
position from bankers, but this 
point came up during an informa] 
question-and-answer discussion 
which followed, and both Morgen- 
thau and Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Harry White dis- 
cussed it. 

In reply to a question, “Why 
are the bankers opposed to the 
Bretton Woods agreements?” 
White asserted, “They’re not.” He 
pointed out that Chester C. Da- 
vis, president of the Federal] Re- 
serve Bank of St. Louis, who in- 
troduced Morgenthau at the din- 
ner, favored the proposals, as did 
bankers of Pennsylvania and 
other states. 

“There are, however, a number 
of influential bankers who favor 
the international] bank but not the 
monetary fund,” White adde 
“They want one institution. I’m 
afraid they’re a little confused as 
to what are banking and what 
are stabilization operations. The 
reason is understandable; in their 
profession, bankers want to be 
sure what they lend is adequate- 
ly safeguarded. But they have 
overlooked what we receive in re- 
turn. The virtual guarantee of a 
high level of foreign trade is in- 
finitely greater than what we 


give.” 
‘No Battle With Banks.’ 


Morgenthau supplemented 
White’s answer by declaring that 
bankers have the right to present 
their views, and by expressing the 
conviction that the difference of 
opinion was not serious. “I want 
to offset the idea of any battle 
with the banks, and to squelch 
once and for all the notion there 
is a serious difference between 
us,” he said. 

In his formal address, Morgen- 
thau had emphasized the mone- 
tary fund was not a scheme of 
lending money to debtor nations, 
and had declared: “Those who 
see it in that light (the American 
Bankers’ Association) are missing 
its entire meaning. Essentially, it 
is an instrument to prevent the 
disastrous outbreak of economic 
warfare.” 

In reply to another question, 
White said the only reason the 
bank and monetary fund were 
‘projected as separate institutions 
was in the interest of efficiency 
and. good administration. The two 
would deal with different tasks 
demanding a high order of special- 
ized experience, he stated. 

Asked how much Bretton Woods 
would cost the taxpayers, Morgen- 
thau said, “I always try to paint 
the darkest picture, and would 
like you to feel it will cost the tax- 
payers some money—just how 
much no one can say, inasmuch 
as these would be new types of 
operations. But I can assure that 
if we do nothing the cost will be 
disastrous.”

Commerce Bank and Trust Co., 
who declined to give his views on 
the Bretton Woods proposals in re- 
ply to a question from a Post- 
Dispatch reporter.

Text of Address. 
The complete text follows: 


“The world’s spirits have vaulted 
with the news that has come 
from the Crimea Conference. We 
face the future with new hope— 
with hope that out of the chaos 
and cruelty of this frightful war 
there will emerge a society of 
nations in which those who come 
after us can fulfill their lives in 


security, in peace and in friendship 
with one another. 

“One of the agreements reached 
at the Crimea Conference is a 
pledge to assist the people of 
liberated states to rebuild their 
national economic life. There will 
be need of such assistance. 

“Victory will find a world with 
millions of war dead—a world with 
many other millions suffering 
from wounds, sickness and mal- 
nutrition caused 4 the war. 

“It will find cities even larger 
than St. Louis literally wiped 
from the face of this earth. It 
will find the industry, the rail- 
roads, the power plants and other 
utilities of whole nations destroye 
or paralyzed. It will find millions 
upon millions without jobs, with- 
out homes, without food, medicine 
or fuel—millions filled with fear 
and despair. 


Can’t Turn Our Backs. 


“We in this country cannot turn 
our backs on this picture and 
hope to be left untouched. To do 
so would be to shut our eyes to 
the sputtering fuse on the powder 
keg of another war; nor can we 
insulate ourselves from the en- 
suing blast by any barrier within 
man’s power to create, 


“No plan for collective security 
can possibly withstand the impact 
of a Europe and Asia in chaos. 
Self-interest dictates that we offer 
them the opportunity to get back 
on their feet. This means some- 
thing more than the immediate 
relief to be administered by our 
liberating armies and by UNRRA. 

“It means helping people to help 
themselves, so that the economies 
of these wartorn countries can be 
restored—so that trade with them 
can be reopened—and so that this 
trade will raise living standards 
and bring benefits to all who 
share in it. 

“With this purpose in view, let’s 
examine the role of the Bretton 
Woods agreements. 

“In a message to Congress on 
Monday, President Roosevelt 
called these agreements ‘the Cor- 
nerstone for International Eco- 
nomic Co-operation.’ ‘Victory,’ he 
said, ‘is not only an end in itself 
but, in a larger sense, victory of- 
fers us the means of achieving 
the goal of lasting peace and a 
better way of life.’ 

“Victory does not insure the 
achievement of that larger goal— 
it merely offers us the opportunity 
—the chance—to seek their attain- 
ment. 

“Realization of this opportunity 
depends, in the first instance, 
upon continuing agreement among 
us as to the rules under which 
our relations with one another are 
to be conducted. Such rules are 
no less essential in the economic 
than in the political sphere. We 
can talk with one another, de- 
spite differences of language, be- 
cause words possess a reasonably 
stable meaning when they are 
translated from one tongue to an- 
other. If we are to trade with 
one another, using different cur- 
rencies, then there must also be 
reasonable stability in the values 
of our currencies when we ex- 
change them. 


Experience After Last War. 


“After the last war, informal at- 
tempts were made to stabilize cur- 
rencies, but they failed. The un- 
derlying cause of the failure was 
that each country regarded cur- 
rency problems as matters of its 
exclusive concern, But when a 
country altered the exchange 
value of its currency—whether as 
an honest attempt to maintain 
stability or as a surreptitious grab 
for somebody else’s markets— 
other countries were inclined to 
regard the change as an act of 
economic aggression. 

“Competitive currency deprecia- 
tion led to other forms of eco- 
nomic warfare. New controls were 
put on exchange between. coun- 
tries. The blocked balance was 
developed... Currencies were in- 
troduced which had different val- 
ues, depending on who owned 
them, how they were used, and to 
whom they were paid. Germany 
alone before the war had more 
than 20 different types of marks 
which she used in foreign trade. 
Almost all of the new currency 
tricks restricted and burdened 
trade. They must certainly be 
counted as a contributory cause 
of the great depression. And they 
were the first phase of the tragic 
war in which we are now engaged. 

“These experiences made it plain 
that monetary co-operation must 
be world-wide. We in the Treas- 
ury began, in 1941, to draft pre- 
liminary plans for just such a 
world-wide approach to the prob- 
lem. Our ideas were discussed 
with Congressional committees, 
with the Board of Governors of 
the Federal Reserve System, the 
State Department, other govern- 
ment agencies—and with banking, 
business and labor people through- 
out the country. For the next 
two years we were in almost con- 
stant conference with monetary 
experts of 30 other countries. 

“All this led up to the United

Fund and Bank Pact. 

“At this conference, the 44 na- 
tions formulated an agreement for 
the international monetary fund. 
This fund would stabilize the value 
of all member currencies relative 
to each other.

It represents a 
common effort of all the countries 
to keep their currencies stable in 
relation to each other. 

“Each member country will have 
the strongest of inducements to 
keep its currency in line so that 
its credit and foreign trade may 
be preserved and expanded. 

“But the Bretton Woods Con- 
ference did more than formulate 
the international monetary fund. 
It also formulated plans for an in- 
ternational bank for reconstruction 
and development. This bank will 
help war-ravaged nations to re- 
construct themselves, and help to 
develop those countries which 
have been undeveloped in the past.

The fis- 
cal year ends Dec. 31 and every 
two years all appropriations ex- 
pire at that time, The Legisla- 
ture, meeting in January and 
making appropriations for two 
years, usually is unable to com- 
plete appropriation bills for five 
or six months, making necessary 
the passage of emergency meas- 
ures to cover a six months period 
without adequate information 
necessary to guide it. 

At present the Governor is re- 
quired by statute to submit a 
budget within 15 days after the 
Legislature convenes, which usu- 
ally means, at the beginning of 
his term, within 10 days after he 
takes office, 

The new Constitution proposes 
to make the fiscal year run from 
July 1 to June 30 and to give the 
Governor 30 days instead of 15 in 
which to submit the budget. This 
would avoid hasty and ill consid- 
ered appropriations, 


Veto by Selection. 


In addition to the power to 
veto any item of appropriation or

While the state now has a 
budget system by statute with 
many of the provisions now pro- 
posed for the Constitution, the 
statute has been considered by 
competent authorities to be un-

The auditor would be made en- 
tirely independent of the Governor, 
even to the extent that he would 
not be chosen in the same elec- 
tion year as the Governor and 
other elective officials. The theory 
is that he should be entirely free 
from any influence by the Gov- 
ernor, who is the head of all ad- 
ministrative departments which 
collect and expend the _ state 
money. 

While the Governor and other 
elective officiala are chosen for 
four-year terms in the presidential 
year elections, the Auditor would 
be chosen for a four-year term in 
the by-election years. His term 
would thus overlap that of the 
other officials. 

In addition to auditing state 
agencies and départments, the 
Auditor would establish account- 
ing systems for all public officials 
of the state, and for all counties, 
cities, school districts and -other 
subdivisions of the state. 

Only a very modified form of 
merit system would be provided 
in the new Constitution, although 
authority would be given the Leg-

Mr. Morgenthau’s Visit 


Mr, Morgenthau did a good day's work in St, 
Louis yesterday. At a seffes of meetings, culmi- 
nating in a Chamber of Commerce dinner, the 
Secretary of the Treasury, his able Assistant 
Secretary, Harry White, and other members of 
the Treasury staff, explained the Bretton Woods 
proposals and answered many questions about 
them. Particularly fruitful was the question 
period after Mr. Morgenthau’s radio address. 
The replies cleared up a good many misunder- 
standings and misconceptions about the nature 
of the proposed international bank and the pro- 
posed international monetary fund. 

However complicated may be the technical 
aspects of the Bretton Woods proposals, their 
main objectives are easily grasped. The mone- 
tary fund is designed to promote the balanced 
growth of international trade by stabilizing all 
currencies in relation to each other. This will 
permit importers and exporters to make their 
business transactions with confidence. It will 
end the anarchy in monetary exchange that pre- 
vailed before the war, best dramatized by the 
fact that a score of different kinds of marks 
were employed by Hitler’s Germany alone in 
the economic warfare that preceded the shoot- 
ing war. 

The international bank is designed to provide 
long-range productive investment to repair the 
ravages of war and to enable the nations of the 
world to regain their economic security. The 
bank does not supplant private banking. But in 
marginal cases where private banks cannot af- 
ford risks, the international bank would guar- 
antee loans to rebuild factories, dams, power 
plants, transportation systems and other forms 
of wealth that haye been damaged or destroyed 
in the war. ef 

Bretton Woods is a vital complement to Dum- 
barton Oaks. A system of collective security by 
political arrangements among the nations of the 
world is, of course, fundamental. But unless 
the world achieves some measure of economic 
and financial security along with these political 
arrangements, they cannot endure. In a very 
real sense, Bretton Woods, since its aim is world 
prosperity—or to put it in simpler terms, jobs 
and bread and butter—goes closer to the heart 
of the world’s problems than Dumbarton Daks. 

There are skeptics who say that the Bretton 
Woods proposals are faulty. Only recently a re- 
port was issued by the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation criticising the proposals and suggesting 
amendments to them. The report comes rather 
late in the day. The bankers were given every 
opportunity to criticise the plan while it was 
being formulated, but they come now at the 
eleventh hour with suggestions which, if adopt- 
ed, might well wreck the whole elaborate struc- 
ture raised at Bretton Woods. Moreover, the re- 
port reveals an imperfect understanding of some 
vital aspects of the proposals. 

No man is so wise that he can say with cer- 
tainty that the monetary fund and the interna- 
tional bank will accomplish all they are designed 
to do. They enter new and experimental fields, 
and to that extent they represent a gamble. But 
the bigger gamble by far is to do nothing to pre- 
pare for the postwar world’s economic and finan- 
cial problems. We know it to be the bigger 
gamble by the economic and financial history 
of the world between the two big wars. 

Congress is about to pass upon the Bretton 
Woods proposals, and we hope it does so with 
a broad, statesmanlike view. Upon its approval 
of them may depend the success of the Dum- 
barton Oaks proposals, for if the world cannot 
depend upon us for economic and financial co- 
operation, it is likely to distrust our offers of 
political co-operation. 
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At Yalta a Year Ago 


The Big Three conference could not have been 
held at Yalta a year ago, unless Messrs. Roose- 
velt, Churchill and Stalin wanted to trust them- 
selves to the hospitality of the Nazis. For only 
a year ago the Germans still held a vast ex- 
panse of Russian soil, including the Crimea, and 
less than a year ago—on April 16, 1944—the con- 
ference city was freed from their clutches. The 
liberation of Sevastopol, great fortress city 35 
miles from Yalta, followed on May 9. 

The farthest-west point of the present Rus- 
sian front, near Berlin, is almost exactly 1000 
miles from Yalta as the crow flies, but the Red 
armies did not get there by that method—they 
got there by the hardest kind of slugging. The 
fact that the Allied chiefs could meet in safety 
at Yalta in February, 1945, is a striking indica- 
tion of our powerful ally’s fighting achievements. 
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Schools and the New Constitution 

There’s no possible doubt as to where the St. 
Louis School system stands on the new Con- 
stitution, now that Superintendent Hickey has 
vigorously answered a critic of the schools’ par- 
ticipation in the campaign, and the Board of 
Education has backed him up by that rare event 
in its transactions, a unanimous vote. 

As Mr. Hickey said, political issues should be 
kept out of the schools, but the campaign for the 
new Constitution is definitely not a partisan 
issue. The charter was framed by a convention 
in which members of both parties sat, and it is 
being supported by both. Since the Constitution 
will make new educational progress possible in 
Missouri, the schools and the parents of students 
have an important stake in its adoption. 

Furthermore, a sound lesson in citizenship and 


political science is being taught the children - 


through their part in the campaign. 
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For a New North-South Route 


Fan-shaped St. Louis has-several direct east- 
and-west thoroughfares, but on its broader north- 
and-south dimension, connections between parts 
of the city are notoriously lacking. This results 
in lost time, confused drivers and traffic con- 
gestion. A remedy for this on the east edge 
of the city is the proposed Third street ‘widen- 
ing, already generally accepted as a postwar 
project, and now a proposal for a link farther 
to the west has been made by the Hampton 
Business Association. 

The organization points out the possibility of 
creating a 20-mile thoroughfare extending from 
Chain of Rocks to Lemay by the relatively 
simple process of joining five streets that do not 
now meet—Riverview drive,‘ Goodfellow, De 
Baliviere and Hampton avenues and River des 
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Peres drive. De Baliviere and Hampton would 
be joined by means of a depressed highway 
through Forest Park, on the order of the present 
Express Highway A direct route through the 
park’s maze of winding drives would be a gain in 
itself. 

The plan is something for the city planners 
to think seriously about. Such a direct route 
would be a boon to many citizens, and of direct 
benefit in developing the northwest and south- 
west sections of the city. The plan should be 
considered thoroughly for a place on the list of 
postwar projects. 
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Compensation in Kind 

Among the important decisions at the Crimea 
Conference was the decision to force Germany 
to make reparation in kind to the greatest pos- 
sible extent, and to establish in Moscow a com- 
mission which will consider the extent and the 
methods for compensating the German damage 
to the Allied countries. 
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“Compensation in kind” means that, if the 


Wehrmacht had destroyed a hotel in Kharkov, 
Germany must build a new one to replace it. If 
they have dynamited a dam over the Dnieper, 
this they must rebuild. Russia does not want 
the money value of the German destruction— 
she wants the things themselves, not their value 
in marks or rubles or pounds or dollars. 

The approach is realistic. You can’t eat marks, 
but you can eat bread from German wheat or 
steak from German beeves. Russia can use 
Teuton labor to build new railroad stations in 
Kiev, new textile plants in Rostov, new steel 
mills in Stalingrad. 

The Soviet Union is perhaps the only great 
power in the world which can absorb large quan- 
tities of goods or labor as compensation, with- 
out occasioning important disturbances in her 
domestic economy. 

This is because Russia is a state capitalism, 
its great enterprises are state trusts, its prices 
are state prices, its employment is provided and 
maintained by the state. As a state capitalism, 
Russia can expand, contract or maintain it as 
the top men decide. For these reasons, many 
American economists believe Russia can absorb 
large imports of goods or labor from outside the 
Soviet economy without bad repercussions. 

Payment in kind was demanded of the Ger- 
mans under the Treaty of Versailles, and the 
Weimar Republic undertook in 1919-20 to recon- 
struct the blighted towns in the war areas, sup- 
ply large quantities of coal to France.to replace 
the production of the Briey mines, and to ship 
thousands of beeves, sheep and swine. The 
physical supply was prompt and in expected 
quantities, but its receipt in France so shook 
that country’s price structure, employment levels 
and sales volumes that the French Government 
was forced to forego these payments in kind. 

It was remarked by such economists as John 


Maynard Keynes that the folklore of capitalism: 


had really killed reparations. Russia today has 
no such folklore to contend with. 
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Progress of the MVA Study Bill 


The Missouri Senate committee’s favorable re- 
port on the bill for studying the advisability of 
creating an MVA is encouraging for two reasons: 
(1) the hearing found both advocates and op- 
ponents of a unified valley plan urging passage 
of the bill; (2) the committee revised the meas- 
ure to provide for completion of the survey by 
next Dec. 1 instead of March 31, 1946, as original- 
ly proposed. 

A full report can readily be prepared in nine 
months, while the longer time would have meant 
an unnecessary delay in defining the State’s 
policy. As it is, both sides in the debate show 
themselves to be open-minded. The opponents 
are not so dogmatic as to condemn the MVA 
plan out of hand, while the advocates feel that 
the complete facts on the TVA’s achievements 
and this valley’s needs will clinch the case for 
Missouri co-operation with a new agency that will 
execute ‘‘one big plan for one big river.” 

Now it is up to the Senate and House to move 
as rapidly as possible in approving the bill so 
that the survey can begin. 
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Time to Draft Nurses 

Like the people in general, Congress is re- 
luctant to draft nurses. The hesitation is under- 
standable. They would be the first women con- 
scripts. Even if they were not, drafting them 
would be fairer if it were part of a universal 
service act. 

Yet, as witness after witness has testified, the 
need is now—not that unknown date when Con- 
gress dots and crosses all the pros and cons of 
universal service. Voluntary enrollment simply 
will not suffice. As Under Secretary of War 
Patterson puts it, it would take nine months at 
present enrollment rates to eliminate the exist- 
ing shortage. The increasing tempo of military 
activity, with its inescapable trail of casualties, 
could easily make that estimate too modest. And 
in any .event, as Patterson said, ‘“‘The wounded 
cannot wait.” 

They may be waiting now. Already volunteer 
nurses are working themselves to death trying 
to keep them from waiting. Before that hard 
fact, before the choice between conscripting 
nurses and letting good men suffer for want of 
attention, all hesitations ought to be pushed 
aside. Testimony has gone on long enough. 
Congress should act, and at once.

The Shoe of Usurpation 


For about a decade, the air has been filled 
with charges that the President seeks to reduce 
Congress to a rubber stamp. On occasion, those 
charges have been justified. But, as Walter 
Lippmann brings out today, the shoe at the mo- 
ment is distinctly on the other foot. 

It is, says Mr. Lippmann, the President’s priv- 
ilege to appoint his Cabinet. The Constitution 
says so. If Congress undertakes to block an ap- 
pointment on anything less than grounds of 
treason or personal dishonesty, it undertakes to 
substitute dts judgment for a judgment con- 
ferred exclusivély on the President. It is, in 
short, usurping an executive power—and the 
agents of usurpation, in the name of stability 
and conservatism, are ‘“‘resorting to acts that are 
radically alien to the American system.” 

Walter Lippmann, be it remembered, is any- 
thing but a left-winger. He is a close student 
of constitutional government. His counsel is one 
the radicals of conservatism can hardly shrug off.

I wish you would. explore “the province 
of Congress” more and more. In Congress 
we now see symbols of a changing form 
of government which may mean that the 
representative or parliamentary system will 
take precedence over the executive. Any 
government, however, is liable to change 
into some form of dictatorship or some 
Fascist type of government, where the 
legislative processes are finally abolished 
altogether. But the nature of our Govern- 
ment is tending toward a representative 
form. Congressmen collectively and in- 
dividually are growing restive and jealous, 
They are taking back powers they have 
relinquished. 


I have a rule that any Representative or 
Senator who calls me on the telephone is 
immediately answered, no matter how busy 
I am or how many people I have in the 
office. I do it because Congressmen and 
Senators work harder and get paid pro- 
portionately less than any people in 
America, 


Congressman’s Myriad Tasks 


The Congressman arrives at his office in 
the morning and tries to get in his office, 
But he is headed off by those who won't 
or can’t wait; in getting to his office there 
are already numbers of people waiting for 
him, They insist they have to catch a train, 
and so the Congressman doesn’t get to do 
his mail. 

He then rushes over to the floor at noon. 
In the middle of the discussion of a bill 
he has to answer phone calls. .Then he 
has to rush to a telephone and call down- 
town about some business a constituent 
wants attended to with the executive 
branch. The Government official called is 
“in conference” and can’t talk to the Con- 
gressman. The Congressman leaves word, 
Maybe the Government official phones 
back, but then the Congressman is not 
“in conference” but is actually in debate, 
where it is impossible to leave the floor. 

The Congressman tries to eat lunch, but 
there is a roll call. Or he goes back to 
the cloak room and bolts down a hard- 
boiled egg, a sandwich and a cup of coffee. 


While on the floor trying honestly to legis- 
late, he is called out anywhere from one 
to 10 times by his constituents or by per- 
sons whom he suspects may be his constit- 
uents; at noon agd-or supper-time, on 
his meager salary, he has to buy meals 
for some visiting group or groups from his 
district; he cannot get to see his wife very 
often because she has to see the ladies 
from home, and show them the sights, and 
buy their meals. 


Hard Work Day and Night 


By 5 or 6 o’clock he begins to look at 
his mail again. He either stays late or 
is still getting visitors who won't let him 
work, in which case he abandons the fort, 
goes home, and works longhand for his 
stenographer to transcribe next day. There 
he works until 12 o'clock at night. Or 
worse, he has to go to some function that 
he can’t get out of and then afterwards 
works from 12 o’clock until 2 or 3 in the 
morning. He keeps getting further and 
further behind, and during that time he is 
being abused by the press (I didn't say 
the Post-Dispatch) on matters entirely in- 
consequential, 


The Congressman, then, is nailed down 


by every type of executive responsibility 


and the responsibility to give information 


to his constitaents; he has social responsi- 
bilities which are impossible to eliminate; 
he must answer, from what I can see, 100 
times to 500 times as much mail as Con- 
gress had up until about 1930. I have been 
a business man, a Government employe 
and a Congressman; the Congressman 
works harder than any of those three, I 
work hard néw, but no harder than a good 
Congressman, 


Permit Him to Do His Job 


As to my own job, I make every effort 
to lighten the load on the Congressman, I 
am frank to say, whether he’s a Republican 
or Democrat, I treat him exactly the same, 
If he asks me to do somethi for a con- 
stituent, and the answer is im the affirma- 
tive, I frankly let the Congtessman take 
the credit, and if there is a negative an- 
ewer, I take the “blame.” Why not? I am 
not a candidate for\office, and there is 
no reason why I shouldn’t be co-operative, 


All in all, one of the most important 
things in this country is to lighten the load 
on Congressmen so they can give actual 
attention to business and to legislation. This 
must require prompt attention from the 
executive branch and a host of other.things, 


Now, what can the newspapers do? They 
can advocate what I have suggested: Urge 
the people to let the Congressmen work 
on legislation and government. 

Newspapers should stand for a fairly sub- 
stantial increase in salary, more clerks and 
assistants for research and technical advice, 
If newspapers want freedom of speech and 
press, they can do more to preserve those 
liberties by getting Congressmen a square 
deal and urging their organization on a 
modern basis, than by abusing them and 
printing cartoons of them showing how 
Congressmen looked 50 years ago, 


I’m convinced good administration, for 
which you have so kindly given me credit, 
must have as its basis representative gov- 
ernment, So I urge you to give the Con- 
gressmen a break. If you do, you will get 
better legislation and administration,

An Editor’s Book on Farming 
Is Mostly a Blast at Wallace 


**‘Two-Billion-Acre Farm,’? by Robert West Howard. 
(Doubleday, Doran & Co., Garden City, N. Y¥.) 
The publisher’s blurb, introducing this 

book to the reader, says the author was 
formerly a working farmer and then be- 
came an associate editor of a large farm 
magazine. The farm magazine is owned by 
the Pews of Pennsylvania; by communing 
with them, the editor contracted the Pew 
economic philosophy, and in a very viru- 
lent form. 

This book, dealing with a two-billion-acre 
farm, which is the United States, is a 
rambling discourse which at times wan- 
ders far from agriculture, and concludes 
with a stump speech against Henry A. Wal- 
lace, which seems to be the only purpose 
for the book. 

The author works himself Into a lather 
because Wallace paid the farmers for cur- 
tailing crop production, fathered the plan 
to help tenant farmers and sharecroppers 
and helped take electricity to the farms 
through Government loans, 

« * * 

As a farmer, I criticised the crop-control 
plan, because I thought the Government 
put the cart before the horse, and I still 
think so. Instead of fixing production acre- 
age, my theory would have permitted farm- 
ers to plant as they desired, but would 
have fixed the amount they could sell. 
This would have ended market surpluses, 
the goal sought, yet would have permitted 
stock raisers to grow grain needed for feed. 
It would also have provided a backlog of 
farm products in an emergency. 

The author’s contention is that Wallace’s 
aid to agriculture started the nation on a 
spending spree that may lead to financial 
hara-kiri. This stems from the old barrel- 
house_philosophy that only the rich ought 
to possess money, 

When big business borrows money from 
the Government by the truck load, that is 
sound economics, but if a farmer makes 
a loan from his Uncle Sam to buy a home, 
that puts a screw in the nation’s coffin. 

* . . 

A year before Gen. Hugh Johnson died, 
he wrote that the Government's indebted- 
ness, incurred largely to assist foreign 
exceeded the assessed valu- 
ation of the United States east of the 
Mississippi River. If that wag true, we 
are way out in the Pacific Ocean by now. 

So if the United States, by lending money, 
is committing hara-kiri, ag this author says 
it is, let it finish the job by scooping out 
the money impartially, Let the farmer share 
equally with the war-mongers and the for- 
eign countries. 

Summed.up, this book may be described 
as too much about not much, Yet there 
is one line in it to which I can whole- 
heartedly subscribe. It is: “The city ig not 
a fitting residence for men.” Every time 
I visit the city, I come home with a Dilious 
spell, JAMES P. WHITESIDE.

N issue affecting the fundamental structure of the American 
Government is now being agitated by men like Mr. Taft in the 
It is whether the head of an executive department, in 


this instance the Secretary of Commerce, is to continue to be what 


he has always been, an assistant to the

Mr. Taft, and those who think 
as he does, wish to reject Mr. 
Wallace on the ground that he 
does not have the confidence of a 
majority of the Senate. This is, I 
submit, a radical departure from 
the American constitutional sys- 
tem, wholly unworkable and pro- 
foundly dangerous. It is no wonder 
that true conservatives like Sena- 
tor George will have none of it. 


A Limited Power. 


If the Senate asserts the power 
to reject Mr. Wallace on the 
ground that it does not agree with 
him, then it is claiming the power 
to appoint the Secretary of Com- 
merce. If it says to the President: 
“You cannot have Henry Wallace 
in your Cabinet because we do not 
like him,” then it can say the same 
thing to the next man and the 
next man after that whom the 
President nominates. It can say 
to the President: “The only man 
we are willing to confirm is a man 
that we, not you, have named.” 

No such power is vested in Con- 
gress. The Senate’s power to con- 
firm has never been regarded as 
meaning the power to control the 
selection of the President's Cabi- 
net. 

The limits of the power of Con- 
gress are clearly indicated by 
the fact that it has no power to 
remove a Cabinet officer except by 
impeaching him and convicting 
him of “treason, bribery, or other 
high crimes and misdemeanors.” 
If Congress cannot remove a Cab- 
inet official because it does not 
agree with him, then it has no 
constitutional ground for refusing 
to confirm him because it does not 
agree with him. 


It’s Usurpation. 


The attempt to reject Mr. Wal- 
lace is, to put it bluntly, a usurpa- 
tion of power which, if it suc- 
ceeded, would establish the right 
of Congress, by rejecting anyone 
it had not chosen, to appoint the 
executive officers of the Govern- 
ment. The American system would 
be unworkable if Congress as- 
sumed the power to appoint the of- 
ficials through whom the Presi- 
dent performs hig duties. For un- 
der our system Cabinet officers 
are merely his ‘assistants, and 
their acts are the President's acts.

If Congress has the power to 


control the selection of the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet, then what is to 
happen if the President wants 
Henry Wallace and Congress re- 
fuses to confirm him? How is the 
deadlock to be broken, and the 
business of governing carried on? 


Under the British parliamentary 
system, if the Legislature votes no 
confidence in a member of the 
Cabinet, the Prime Minister has 
the right to dissolve Parliament, 
hold an election, and let the coun- 
try resolve the conflict. But the 
President does not have that 
power. Unless he does have it, the 
Cabinet cannot be made the crea- 
ture of Congress without paralyz- 
ing the Government. 


As long as we have a Govern- 
ment based ‘on the separation of 
powers, we must, as Madison said 
when the question was debated in 
the Philadelphia Convention, insist 
that the Executive and the Legis- 
lature “be independent of each 
other.” This independence would 
disappear if the Senate asserted 
the right of controlling the ap- 
pointment of Cabinet officers. 


The Bigger Error. 


It was an error of principle on 
the part of the President not to 
divorce the lending power from 
the Department of Commerce be- 
fore he nominated Mr. Wallace. 
For Mr. Wallace is the exponent 
of a new policy, and the lending 
power was vested in Mr. Jesse 
Jones for purposes which are dif- 
ferent from those which Mr. Wal- 
lace proposes, é 


Congress has a right and a duty 
to pass on the new policy, and it 
would in some measure have lost 
that right if Mr. Wallace had in- 
herited all of Mr. Jones’ powers. 


The George bill cures this error. 
But those who want to go beyond 
the George bill and reject Mr. 
Wallace because they disagree 
with his policies, have fallen into 
an error which is at least as great 
as the President's original error. 
They should reconsider their posi- 
tion. For they are, in the heat of 
partisanship, proposing to defend 
conservative principles by resort- 
ing to acts that are radically alien 
to the American system, and would, 
if they succeeded, mark a deep 
revision of the Constitution.

The Plight 


of France 


T 


Many Americans come here, buy 
expensive meals on the black mar- 
ket, stay at the few heated hotels 


and conclude that the plight of 
France is greatly exaggerated for 
the purpose of obtaining more aid 
from the United States of Ameri- 
ca. Others come here, spend a 
few days and glibly report that 
the children they see in the upper- 
class districts are well fed. 


No one on the basis of a brief 
stay can possibly judge the com- 
plex situation. But I have talked 
with what seemed to me compe- 
tent witnesses, both American and 
British, who believe that France 
is at the end of her rope. They 
base their conclusions not on sur- 
face observations, but on careful 
study of the conditions beneath 
the surface. 


Of course, people are not drop- 
ping dead in the streets, as in the 
famine in the Far East, and it’s 
quite possible that France has 
enough food, with the exception of 
fats, to feed her own people. What 
is so serious is the disintegration 
of the system of production and 
distribution in a complex indus- 
trial civilization. 


A Double Threat. 


It is not so much the condition 
' that exists today, although that is 
serious enough, as the status of 
the population three months or 
six months from now unless rem- 
edial steps are quickly taken. 
Even more serious, perhaps, are 
y the long-term consequences of 
/ hunger and inflation, twin evils 
that threaten the French people 
today. We should have learned 
by now that these evils lead to 
political absolutism, whether it is 
called Fascism or Communism. 


Over the question of the plight 
of France, a tug of war has been 
going on for many weeks. The 
French Government, backed by 
the British, have been arguing the 
critical need of more shipping to 
bring basic materials into the 
country in order to restore French 
economy. The desperation of the 
French need, as seen from this 
side of the Atlantic, was one of 
the principal reasons for the mis- 
sion of Richard Law, minister of 
state and Anthony Eden’s trouble- 
shooter, to Washington. 


Law's arguments persuaded top 
officials he taiked to on the civil- 
ian side. But tne military leaders 
were not persuaded, and their 
word seems to be final on ship- 
ping. They believe that the re- 
habilitation of France must wait 
until] the war in Europe ends.

fore, is a race between the Allied 
armies invading Germany and the 
threatened collapse, both political- 
ly and economically, of liberated 
France. The question is whether 
victory will come soon enough to 
enable France to import the goods 
she can obtain in America either 
by purchase or new lend-lease 
agreement. 


French rations today are of- 
ficially about what they were un- 
der the German occupation. The 
catch is that today the housewife 
finds it difficult or impossible in 
the open market to buy the family 
ration. One estimate puts the 
daily average obtainable on the 
open market at less than 1400 
calories per day during January. 
The average this month may be 
even lower. 


Big “If.” 


A man in active work needs at 
least twice that amount to sustain 
life. Those who have money resort 
to the black market, which is 
growing by leaps and bounds. But 
black market prices are beyond 
the reach of the ordinary person. 


Moreover, prices on the black 
bourse constantly rise, and along 
with this underground inflation 
goes a threat to the French cur- 
rency. The franc is now pegged 
at an artificial rate in relation 
to the pound and dollar. That 
seems to encourage speculation in 
currency, which in turn con- 
tributes to the inflationary spiral. 

The real problem, however, re- 
mains one of transportation. 
Locomotives, trucks and barges 
for the canals are the real need, 
along with a minimum amount of 
raw materials to get French in- 
dustry started again, particularly 
on the manufacture of goods es- 
sential to the war. 

I motored from Le Havre to 


war. Lines of military trucks 
moved steadily along the roads 
to the various fronts with sup- 


broken-down vehicles or carts 
drawn by oxen. The impression 
you got was of a people struggling 
for a bare existence in the fringes 
of war. 

The viewpoint of the American 
military is of course perfectly un- 
derstandable, They must supply 
the greatest war in history; and 
their fear is that if they diminish 
that supply, then the conflict will 
be needlessly prolonged. 

The French have great fortitude. 
If early spring brings relief, then 
they should win the race with 
hunger and inflation.

The Love Thy Neighbor organi- 
zation, formed in 1936, has assist- 
ed hundreds of persons, the great- 
er part of them recipients of pa- 
roles. While social workers 
handle the daily grist of applica- 
tions, many of the applicants were 
interviewed directly by Mr. Weil. 
They received material help and 
practical advice, one of the high 
points of the advice being to have 
a religion and to follow its pre- 
cepts, 

Go to Church, He Advised. 

“Believe in God, and go to 
church,” was the favorite advice 
of Mr. Weil, former president of 
Temple Israel Congregation, who 
did not eouple any sectarian sug- 
gestion with this counsel. 

In his efforts to aid those who 

had tangled with the law, Mr. 
Weil frequently appealed to the 
Governors and penal authorities 
of this and other states. Since 
the Nazi persecution of Jews in 
Germany, he had been a leader in 
helping refugees to come to the 
United States, and in providing 
help and work for them. Three 
of those who came to St. Louis 
were his relatives. 
He was a member for several 
years of the municipal Board of 
Children’s Guardians. In the crit- 
ical period of the depression, he 
sponsored the apple-selling enter- 
prise which, though now some- 
times spoken of with deprecation, 
gave a livelihood to many un- 
employed men. He was an officer 
and director, at various. times, of 
the Jewish Federation, Young 
Men's Hebrew Association, Jewish 
Social Service Bureau, Jewish 
Community Center, Jewish Loan 
Association, and Sheltering Home. 
He was a leader in the Post- 
Dispatch Christmas Fund organi- 
zation, discontinued a decade ago. 
Came to U. S. When 14. 
Mr. Weil was born in Germany, 
and came to the United States at 
the age of 14, going after a time 
to San Francisco, where, after a 
period of pennilessness, he got 
work in a retail store. He became 
a traveling salesman, went to New 
York and then located in St. Louis, 
first in the hat business, then in 
the Weil-Kalter company’s present 
line. 

His first marriage was to Paula 
Kalter, and they had two sons, 
Richard, now president of Weil- 
Kalter Co., and Paul, head of a 
glove manufacturing company, 
Several years after the first Mrs. 
Weil’s death, Mr. Weil in January, 
1942, married Mrs. Bertha Wise, 
widow of Maurice M. Wise, cigar 
manufacturer, and mother of Mrs. 
Samuel H. Liberman and Mrs. 
Harry Agress. Mrs. Weil and the 
two sons survive him; also a broth- 
er, Theodore Weil of St. Louis. 
Mr. Weil had a brother and three 
sisters in Germany before the war, 
from whom he had not heard since 
that time.

To the Honorables of the U. S. Senate: 

ENTLEMEN: According to Gen. Marshall and Adm. King, 
G who should know, the Army and Navy will need 900,000 

men during the next six months. Many of them will have 
to come from war plants. In the same period, 700,000 civilian 
workers must be added to the rolls of those factories which 
are grinding out the weapons for victory. The only way to 
get those workers is by a democratic conscription of labor— 
in other words, by passing the “Work or Fight” bill. 

* * * 

BEFORE WE INVADED France and the Philippines the 
decision as to when we should proceed was ours. Once we at- 
tacked and engaged the enemy, we lost that advantage and 
the picture was altered—making Detroit, Pittsburgh and every 
other city (with a war plant) a front line citadel, just as much 
as Aachen, Cassino, or Bataan. We can’t afford to leave any 
citadel unmanned,

EXPEDIENTS USED in trying to solve the manpower 
problem by voluntary methods have failed miserably. The most 
recent plan was called “Can You Spare a Worker?” and it was 
sort of a lend-lease arrangement between a non-essential work- 
er’s boss and the head man at a war plant. The test was made 
in Newark, New Jersey, the population center of a million and 
a hs ah The War Manpower Commission, the War Pro- 
duction Board, the Army, the Navy, the A. F. of L., the CIO, 
the local Chamber of Commerce all pitched in, as did Newark 
radio stations and newspapers. The plan got more publicity 
than Lauren Bacall; yet at the end of six weeks the grand 
total of transfers to war plants was FOUR! 

* x * 

IN THE PAST 18 MONTHS the United States Navy has 
hired 270,000 civilians. That’s qa lot of people, but because the 
war news has been generally good—and war workers quit when 
the headlines are cheery—the Navy wound up with 11,000 less 
than they started with. That tendency to quit for a solid, 
postwar job when victories start piling up could reach a cli- 
max with the arrival of VE Day. It enough people quit, the 
Pacific War could drag on until the country gets so weary of 
fighting that they’ll be easy marks for the “negotiated peace” 
groups. 

* * * 

SEC’Y OF WAR STIMSON has announced that our cas- 
walties have been running at the rate of 30,000 a week. The 
passage of the “Work or Fight” bill would absolutely cut the 
war by at least one month. Wouldn't saving the lives of 120,000 
Americans be a' wonderful gift from you to the people—and to 
your own consciences? 

* * * 

ENGLAND HAS HAD A “WORK OR FIGHT” bill since 
the slaughter at Dunkirk. Russia hag had one since June, 
1941, when Hitler announced that he was on his way to Mos- 
cow. Australia and New Zealand have had it since they went 
to war. The average Russian and the average British Tommy 
are not at all bitter when they come home for a well-earned 
furlough or when they get a newspaper from back home. Be- 
cause they know that everyone at home is in on the same job 
—working to end the war. : 


* 

OUR peiienanee aioe feel a tremendous gap be- 
tween themselves and the civilian public. They hear about 
the manpower shortage. ... But they also get the feeling that 
things are going on just.about normal. They can’t understand 
it... . And when théy see the Russian soldier or the British 
Tommy they feel that they are representing the only major 
country not 100 per-cent in the war. Let’s pass this bill and 
give Amerigans on every fighting front the same mental com- 


fort we e/men they fight beside.

_“ LAST DECEMBER there were 12 million people engaged 
in non-ess¢ntial industry. That is the same number who were 
employed in those industries in December, 1940. 

Last December there were a little more than nine million 
war workers in the defense plants of the nation. In Novem- 
ber, 1943, people making the tools of war totalled almost 10% 
million. In fewer words, while civilian employment in non- 
essential work stood still we have had a drop of more than 10 
per cent in war jobs—despite the increased demand for all 
types of guns, shells and ships. 


TO PROVE FURTHER that this bill is necessary now— 
let me remind you that in 1944 there were workers who pro- 
duced and sold flowers and potted plants costing Americans 
nearly four hundred million dollars. But the same 1944 saw 
the Army and the Navy squeezed into transferring 16,000 (a 
division and a half) soldiers and sailors to factories to pick 
up the slack in “must” assembly lines.

I am sure we won't un- 
less we oldsters keep reminding 
and reminding the cooks of to- 
morrow the importance of learn- 
ing everything and observing 
every opportunity possible. It 
won’t matter how many improve- 
ments we may see in the future, 
good cooking will always come 
within a woman’g sphere.

Has Spent 25 Years Rescuing From 


Oblivion History of Steamboat Era

BERGER, Mo., Feb. 14. 

TEAMBOAT days on the Mis- 
§ souri are past. The bones of 

the boats that adventured in 
the mountain trade lie under the 
shifting sands. Old steamboat 
days live, though, in the memory 
of Dr. E. B. Trail. From the 
windows of his office, built high 
like a pilot house, he watches the 
restless water as it sweeps by 
the Bernheimer bluffs, and sees 
what no one else can see, a phan- 
tom fleet steaming by, like ships 
that pass in the night, ghost ships 
that have risen from the sands to 
voyage again. 

Some are the boats’ that he 
knew in his younger years, well 
remembered and mourned. Some 
had their day and went their way 
before hig time, but he knows 
them, too, though he never saw 
them. All of them he can call 
by name as they come and g0 
through the mists of fancy, for he 
knows their lines and the height 
of their stacks. There are old- 
timers like the William J. Lewis, 
built in 1866, burned at Chester, 
Ill., in 1875; and the Dakotah, one 
of the later boats in the mountain 
trade, built in 1879 at Pittsburgh 
and dismantled at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., in 1893. More modern are 
the Spread Eagle, the Olendennin 
and the Clara. It seems a little 
less than fantastic that they 
should visit the port of Berger 
again for they lie right out there 
on that 10-mile stretch of water. 
Dr. Trail can point to where they 
sank, as he can point to the other 
spots on the river, from St. Louis 
to St. Joseph, where from first to 
last 600 other boats went down.

DR. TRAIL is the dean of Mis- 
souri River historians. All his 
life he hag lived on its banks and 
cruised its waters. For 25 years 
he has been collecting records 
and rescuing from encroaching 
oblivion the lore that lived only 
in the memories of old river men 
who were passing away, His 
treasures, including photographs 
and charts and relics of famous 
boats, are meant to have a place 
in the museum he hopes will come 
into being as a part of the Jeffer- 
son Memorial on the St. Louis 
river front. To that high pmrpose 
he is devoting his life, asking no 
reward except the satisfaction of 
perpetuating the era of steam- 
boating that centered at St. Louis. 

When Trail was born 60 years 
ago steamboating on the Missouri 
had passed its peak, but even then 
there was hardly a time when 
there wasn’t a boat in sight from 
the bluffs or a lifting cloud of 
smoke to show that one was com- 
ing around the bend, And most 
of the men who had helped build 
the trade were living still, full of 
talk about the times they had 
known and the adventures they 
had shared, even the wrecks that 
they had survived, for there had 
been many of these. 

Edgar Trail, born in sight of 
the river at New Haven, practical- 
ly cradled on its bosom, swimming 
in it almost ag soon as he could 
walk, finding his playground in 
the water and on the shore, saw 


the steamboats pass and heard the 
old river men talk, lived ina 
world apart and was with that 
world well content. He knew all 
the boats by name and the pilots, 
men of fabulous deeds, were his 
heroes. Some day, fate favoring, 
he would be a pilot too. 

It came to pass as the story 
books tell, and the coming true 
was greater than the dream had 
been, for when he walked with 
the elect as a cub pilot, it was 
under William R. Massie, greatest 
of the pilots, who landed more 
boats at Fort Benton than any 
other man and, though that didn’t 
matter so much, probably made 
more money doing it than any 
other man. Money didn’t matter 
so much to Massie. They say he 
was a great pilot but no good at 
poker. There is a story that at 
the end of one of his cruises to 
the mountaing he took his $7500 
pay and sat in a game and when 
the night had passed he had lost 
all of it but a dime. Going his way 
fingering his dime, the story goes, 
he dropped it and it rolled into a 
grate in the sidewalk, Nothing to 
worry about because on his next 
trip, at $75 a day, he would get 
back what he had lost. 

There were stories, too, about 
masters who lost their boats by 
the turn of a card, only to get 
another somehow and make 
enough on its maiden trip to pay 
for it. It is the tradition that on 
one of its trips the Peter Balen 
earned $80,000 and the Cora No. 2 
earned $50,000 and it was the 
ordinary thing for a boat to earn 
$40,000. That was because the 
freight rate from 8st. Louis to 
Fort Benton was 12 cents a pound 
and the passenger fare was $300. 

Steamboats were on their way 
out in 1912 when Trail became a 
cub pilot and his days of piloting 
were numbered, but the river was 
atill there and he turned to 
Operating outboard motors in con- 
nection with construction work, 
driving such boats 75,000 miles be- 
fore he gave up depending on that 
for a livelihood and returned to 
land and became a dentist, but he 
never strayed far from the river 
bank and never lost, his interest 
in its history. 

If anything, his interest in the 
Missouri and his purpose to gather 
and preserve its story grew with 
the years. Concerning that he 
Says: 

“Many of the great streams of 
the world have splendid historical 
backgrounds, but none of them 
Can boast such a marvelous his- 
tory as that.of the Missouri River. 
From an wmknown stream of the 
wilderness in 1800 it rose rapidly 
ag a great carrier and by 1860 
had become the greatest highway 
that the world had ever known, 
Up this stream flowed a vast com-

merce and stream of immigrants 
to build the western empire, 
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“DOWN THIS RIVER came car- 
goes of fine furs of immense value, 
Gold dust in varying quantities 
came down for years. By 1857 
steamboats were so numerous that 
one or more were in sight at all 
times. Probably 60 packets and 30 
tramp steamers were engaged on 
the Missouri at one time. Even 
then the demand was s0 great 
that captains and clerks had to 
refuse freight almost with force. 

“In river history the mountain 
trips of the steamboats stand to 
this day as the greatest achieve- 
a in the annals of steamboat- 
ng.” 

Freight and passenger rates 
were high because of the hazards 
of navigation. When a boat left 
St. Louis for the mountains there 
never was any assurance that it 
would return. Many of them did 
not. So in later years the stories 
that old river men told were most- 
ly about the wrecks that they had 


‘ known, the sinkings and the burn- 


ings. The thing that struck Trail 
as he listened to these stories was 
that there were few records and 
that the stories would die with 
the pasBing of the men who told 
them. So in 1920 he began assem- 
bling the records, 

To facilitate his quest he had 
cards printed, identifying himself 
as “Compiler of Missouri River 
Steamboat History,” and with the 
Cards sent out an appeal for ma- 
terial. 

From far and wide the re 
eponses came. The material piled 
up. His was the task of classify- 
ing it and arranging it in order 
so that it could be preserved for 
generations to come, In 36 vol- 
umes he has bound the records 
and much remains to be done. 

More than five years ago, Dr. 
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Trail set himself the task of lo- 
cating and charting the wrecks 
that lie along the lower river as 
far St. Joseph. From the earli- 
est wreck, that of the Thomas 
Jefferson, in 1821, to the last one, 
that of the John Heckmann, Dr. 
Trail charted them, 600 in as 
many miles, 


It is the fate of some of the 
wrecked boats to lie, not under 
the water, but far inland where 
the channel used to be, covered 
with the silt of many overflows. 
The Rowena, which sank in 1850, 
lies two miles inland from St. 
Charles, and the remains of the 
Louis Flynn are buried not far 
from Creve Coeur Lake, where the 
river once flowed. 


It ig the hope of Dr, Trail that 
when there is a river museum at 
the Jefferson Memorial, all the 
material that has been gathered 


on other rivers may be brought | 


here and assembled with his as a 
fitting memorial of the time when 
St. Louis was the greatest of 
steamboat centers, the time when 
the boats and tonnage up the Mis- 
souri was greater than the ton- 
nage of all the other riverg com- 
bined.

The bidding: 
South West North

South thought for a long time 
before bidding only four spades. 
When West led the heart nine 
and the dummy was laid down, 
South congratulated himself on 
his conservatism, because it was 
immediately apparent that even 
the game contract was in jeopardy, 
West’s opening lead was strong 
evidence that the heart king was 
offside, and if declarer permitted 
East to gain the lead, a club fe 
turn might have fatal result. 


After serious consideration, 
South saw a play that, if it could 
not insure success, would go a 
long way toward that desirable 
objective. He put up the heart 
ace, drew trumps in one round, 
cashed the diamond ace, then re- 
turned to dummy with a trump 
and led the diamond queen. When 
East played low, South breathed 


"more easily, and he calmly tossed 


| 


his remaining heart on the trick. 
West won, and had no better re- 
turn than a heart. Declarer ruffed 
East’s king, went back to dummy 
with another trump, and discard- 
ed two clubs on the set up hearts. 


It should be observed that South 
risked nothing through this line 
of play, since he could easily have 
ruffed if it had been East instead 
of West who had the diamond 
king, and then could have fallen 
back on other chances, 
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
